of count war much more limited than, that of the 
airahip investigator. 

Public interest in expeditious to the North Pile, 
whether on ice or in the air. now will become jaded. 
The promoters of the various other aerial expedi¬ 
tions to that objective might at well call off their 
projects, for there can not be enough thrill to justify 
the time, cost and energy of preparation in flying over 
a point over which nearly a score of other people 
have flown. Bgfore long the tour over "the roof of 
the world” by air probably will be advertised by 
tourist agencies; it may become scarcely less cnsn- 
monplace ,n a visit to Tut*t tomb, and not nearly 
so interesting as a railroad trip across the Andes. 

While there it not much doubt that Peary was 
the first white man to reach the North Pole by the 
ice route, it it possible that neither Byrd nor Amund¬ 
sen was the first man to fly over the Pole. Nearly 
thirty years ago A. S. Andrea, a Swedish aeronaut, 
tailed from Spitibergen with two companions and 
five tons of supplies in a balloon. They expected to 
steer by guide ropes dragging along the ice. They 
rote at 2.30 o'clock on the afternooo of Jtdy II. 
1097. and at 10 o'clock Andree threw over a buoy 
containing a message which gave their position at 82 
degrees north. 25 degrees east, and said they were 
moving northeastward about 800 feet over a nigged 
ice-field. That was the last that ever was heard of 
them. As they never came back we do not know 
what they saw or how far they wool.

Add to this the number of voters who have 
swung to full approval of the present form of gov¬ 
ernment since the President has shown himself a leader 
of the people in opposition to minority dictation, and 
Fascism's hopes look slender indeed.

Must Teach Yourself 


Charley Paddock Refers to Different Styles of Famous 
Sprinters; Abrahams, Who Won 100 Metres at 
Last Olympiad, Had Style Which Surprised 
Americans, Yet He Won 

By CHARLEY PADDOCK 

There are certain act role, in running, aa I shall try to briefly 
explain in later articles. 

It ia beat to follow theae clowly. But their application to your 
own needs ia beat known to yourself. One can tell you the rulea 
of atarting. but you will hare to learn to get away faat. It ia your 
own individual problem. 

One time I remember a group of French University student* 
and professors asking if they might measure a certain athlete, 
claiming that when they had found another man with the same 
site cheat and armR and legs and of the same height, why then 
they would have discovered a man who could run just aa fast. 

Theoretically that may have been correct from a French view¬ 
point. But it was not practical nor true. 

For every individual ia different and must be to a certain extent 
a law unto himself. If you have followed sprinting, remember for 
a moment the differences in form and atyle between Abrahams of 
England, Liddell of Scotland, Scholz and Murchison of America, 
Kirksey and myself. 

We all run differently and, if theae styles bring results, why. 
ao far aa wc are concerned, they are correct. Copy the beat points 
from each that seem beat suited to your own physical makeup and 
then you will be a sprinter, whether your form resembles any one 
of theae or not. 

Harold Abrahams waa a wild-looking apparition in action at 
the Olympic gamea in 192-4. He leaned farther forward than any 
man had ever done. 

Indeed, he waa running at such an angle that if he did not 
bring up hia leg very quiakly on each step he would have fallen on 
hi* face. And he had a head jerk and a shoulder twist that were 
unsightly. 

When we saw him in praetiee we felt certain that he could not 
run. But that style, however awkward it may have looked to ua, 
waa good for him. And he snceeded with it, where he had failed 
before, running with a typical American aprint style. 

Be natural and do not let atyle trouble you. Results and not 
form are the essentials for sprinting success.
